New assistant to start Apr. 30 


Sean J. Joyce, senior administrative assistant 
in Walnut, will begin duties Apr. 30 as assistant 
city administrator to Administrator Jim McRea 
in Sierra Madre. He was chosen from a field of 
12. 

Two ordinances passed Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday evening and one. Ordinance 1067, the 
corner clearance ordinance, was tabled until City 
Attorney Charles Martin could rewrite the section 
dealing with evaluation and assessment of the traf¬ 
fic flow on the street corners. 

Newly elected MaryAnn MacGillivray said, 
“I’d like to see the chief (Police Chief Bill Betts) 
go back (over the corners). It may be more com¬ 
plex than just driving up to an obscuring corner 
and removing the foliage.” She made the motion. 

An ordinance that did pass was No. 1066, lot 
coverage, reduction from 40 percent to 30 percent 
coverage for a two-story structure, whether it is 
recently built or remodeled. It additionally re¬ 
quires twice the required side yard setback with a 
maximum of 20 feet for second story structures. 

Also passing was Ordinance No. 1068 which 
allows for 80 hours of training for emergency 
dispatchers as opposed to the present 24 hours. 
Councilman Gary Adams said he had talked with 
Police Chief Betts and that the California Commis¬ 
sion of Peace Officers Standards and Training 
(POST) has requested this urgpnqy ordinance rather 
than a resolution. 

The Hillside Task Force, appointed to develop 
a hillside management ordinance to modify the pro¬ 
posed Ordinance No. 1062 (or to replace the cur¬ 


rent development standards of Ordinance No. 1054 
adopted Jan. 9, 1990) has been meeting on a regular 
basis since March and will meet for a full day of 
work on May 5 and with the City Council on 
May 22 for a final report of their labors. 

In other business at the City Council meeting 
Tuesday evening, the awarding of the bid for the 
pergola at city hall was continued due to legal 
ramifications. There was a problem of when a bid 
was opened and whether it had an acceptable 
mailing address. 

Councilman Adams vehemently opposed any 
sophisticated restructuring of Orange Grove Ave., 
saying, “I don’t want to see the roadbed taken 
away. It may be repaired but not turned into a free-

Four new councilmembers have been elected in 
Sierra Madre and Arcadia — two to each council, and 
one council member in each city has been re-elected. 

All six, during their campaigns, expressed 
their sympathy with the widespread opposition to 
widening Orange Grove Avenue and destruction 
of 50- to 200-year-old trees which create the 
idyllic character of the street. 

The six now comprise a majority on each 
council and residents are expressing impatience over 
any further delays in settling the long, drawn out 
matter. 

Both Cheryl Dickinson, a leader among the 
south side residents in .Arcadia, and Dr. Paul Neiby 
on the Sierra Madre side, said they hoped their 
respective councils would hold hearings “soon.” 

Dickinson added, “We don’t like waiting. 
The city (Arcadia) has letters at least two inches 
thick in opposition and we have petitions with 
hundreds of names just waiting for a hearing to be 
set.” 

Dr. Neiby recently presented a petition to the 
Sierra Madre council containing 130 names of north- 
side Orange Grove residents and four blind-ended 
lanes with ingress off the street. This petition in¬ 
cluded not only the question of widening and tree 
removal, but additional issues of concern such as 


maintaining the rustic character of the street, grad¬ 
ing, drainage, safety and traffic control matters, as 
well as the issue of rolled curbs. 

“We favor rolled curbs, except where they 
might conflict with trees and then the tree wins,” he 
said. 

Some residents would like to see stop signs in¬ 
stalled at Rodeo, Mountain Trail and Lima to slow 
traffic, but Neiby says the engineers of both cities 
consider them dangerous at T-intersections. 

The Orange Grove improvemenf has been un¬ 
der joint consideration since the early 1980s, and more 
intensively since 1988, but as yet no formalized plans 
have been completed. Once this is done the require¬ 
ments of the California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA) will have to be satisfied and then public 
hearings can be set. 

The Sierra Madre council has held one preliminarv* 
hearing to date, in January, 1989, and one sessioF 
for residents with Public Works Director Oliver 
Dablo was held in January of this year. 

The Arcadia council has held no hearings and 
a single session with Arcadia Director of Public 
Works Joseph Lopez in December of 1989. 

The Rancho Santa Anita Property Owners Asso- 
cation, which includes Arcadia residents

Percell requests co-counselor; 
next proceeding set for Apr. 24

The discovery proceedings scheduled to have 
been held last Wednesday in the Percell murder 
case were postponed until Tuesday, Apr. 24 due to 
the absenee of Prosecuting Attorney Elton Simms 
from the courtroom. Simms’ mother died the previous 
Sunday. 

The special proceedings involve the checking 
of documents and information between Simms 
and Public Defender Mike Duffey. Duffey will be 
relinquishing the case materials into the hands of 
Percell. 

On Apr. 6, Jeffrey Percell officially refused 
the services of court appointed Duffey and was 
granted pro per status, the right to defend himself, 
by Judge Charles Lee. 

Last Wednesday Percell requested the aid of a 
co-counselor, to be selected from the Indigent 
Panel of State-appointed lawyers. On the list sub¬ 
mitted to Judge Lee by Percell, were the names of 


several high profile criminal attorneys, including 
Gerald Chaliff and Leslie Abrahamson, currently 
acting as lead council in the Menendez patricide 
case. 

Percell had opportunity at the Apr. 18 pro¬ 
ceeding to inform Judge Lee that his pro per status 
was not being honored inside the prison. Percell 
stated that he has not been allowed access to the 
special use of library materials, phones, books, paper, 
and typewriter in order to prepare his case. 

Judge Lee directed the clerk to advise the 
sheriffs within the jail of the situation. 

Percell also requested transcripts from previous 
court proceedings. Judge Lee asked that this request 
be put in writing. 

Percell has been in custody since Dec. 13, 1988 
wl cn he turned himself in to police in Burlington, 
VT and was extradited. He is pleading not guilty 
in the double homicide of his parents, John and Alice 
Percell, who were found shot to death in their 
Sierra Madre home on Nov. 16, 1988.

Canyon residents who 
previously had very 
poor or almost unusable 
water pressure welcome 
the improvement in 
water pressure the new 
water main has brought. 

Unfortunately, because 
of the water main replace¬ 
ments. about a third of 
a mile of road must now 
be replaced on Wood¬ 
land Drive in the lower 
canyon between the up¬ 
per and lower flood ca¬ 
nal bridges. The new 
road will no longer be 
crowned as is done with 
traditional road con¬ 
struction, but will, in¬ 
stead, slope toward the 
center and will now also 
incorporate a concrete 
gutter down the center 
of the road for water 
collection and drainage. 

1 don’t know who 
calculated the amount 
of water run off that will 
be running down the 
center gutter of Wood¬ 
land Drive during a 
heavy rainstorm, but 
I’d recheck my cal¬ 
culations in a hurry if 
1 were you. Better yet, 
if 1 may be a little 
facetious, let’s use “your 
car” for a test drive dur¬ 
ing the next really heavy 
rain storm. Or per¬ 
haps someone could 
explain the secret of 
jumping over a river 
of this magnitude 
after getting off 
the school bus especially 
in the vicinity of the 
lower bridge where 
water flows will be 
greatest. 

1 

Road construction 
must be designed by 
professionals. There’s 
no room for trial and 
error make-shift 
remedies or experi¬ 
ments. Road improve¬ 
ments are expensive 
and somewhat per¬ 
manent when com¬ 
pleted. Proper design 
of public roadways, 
bridges, medians and 
parkway strips play a 
major role with respect 


to safety, usability, 
and also play a major 
role in the appearance 
of our neighborhoods. 
(Does anything on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. come to 
mind?) 

Center gutter con¬ 
struction is inappro¬ 
priate for residential 
streets. Center gutter 
construction is normally 
used for service alleys, 
industrial areas and com¬ 
mercial parking lots 
where there is no con¬ 
cern regarding degrada¬ 
tion of property value or 
appearance. Never should 
a center gutter be de¬ 
signed into a resi¬ 
dential street. Several 
residents have suggested 
adding lamp black to the 
concrete to help 
disguise the concrete 
gutter, but once again 
we are desperately ex¬ 
perimenting with make¬ 
shift home remedies to 
reduce the scarring of the 
canyon which is soon to 
be condemned to the ap¬ 
pearance of a service 
alley. 

How can this happen 
when so many residents 
have worked so hard im¬ 
proving the upper end 
of the lower canyon, 
with new landscaping, 
etc? The new upper 
canyon bridge does not 
have the appearance of 
having been designed 
by an experienced pro¬ 
fessional civil engineer. 
Basically the new bridge 
looks like a heap of junk 
thrown out on the road. 
And now it looks like 
we are putting in a 
new roadway that will 
match it perfectly. Pro¬ 
jects like this are not 
acceptable in any 
part of our city, and 
they should are not be 
acceptable in the canyon. 


Contrary to popular 
belief, it is impor¬ 
tant to note, the appear¬ 
ance of the most beauti¬ 
ful rustic or rural road 


can be enhanced by 
properly designed and 
constructed curbs, and gut- 
and drainage. Properly 
designed curbs and gut¬ 
ters give a neighborhood 
definition, clarity, 
and an appearance of be¬ 
ing complete along with 
controlled water drain¬ 
age. Many people don’t 
realize that some of 
the important benefits 
that come with curbs 
and gutters are that they 
can give the local city 
government control 
over curb cuts for drive¬ 
ways which can be a very 
valuable tool to help 
eliminate automobiles 
from parking on front 
lawns and on vacant lots 
and so forth. Curbs and 
gutters also allow the 
street cleaner to make 
a clean sweep of the 
road which is impossible 
without curbs. There are 
no good reasons why a 
traditional curb, 
gutter and drainage 
system cannot be 
installed in the lower 
canyon. 

Often times the aver¬ 
age person will walk 
through a neighborhood 
and will wonder 
what’s wrong with this 
neighborhood, why are 
there so many cars 
strewn about, etc. 
Usually the solu¬ 
tions to these prob¬ 
lems are not obvious or 
intuitive to the 
average person as ob¬ 
servant or sincere in 
seeking a solution as 
he or she may be. Your 
local building inspec¬ 
tor is probably not a good 
choice for seeking solu¬ 
tions to these overall 
problems either. This 
IS the time to seek the 
services and educa¬ 
tion of a professional, 
urban designer. It will 
usually take study, time 
and planning to find so¬ 
lutions to these prob¬ 
lems. Even a 20-year 
plan with a time schedule 
is a step in the right 


direction. 

Do we want to just re¬ 
pave the lower canyon 
parking lot, thus recrea¬ 
ting the city’s worst eye¬ 
sore, or can our city 
work toward develop¬ 
ing a plan that in the fu¬ 
ture will relocate or even 
eliminate the necessity of 
the parking lot. At the 
very least the lower 
canyon parking lot should 
be redesigned with pro¬ 
per turning radiuses, 
enclosed from view, 
landscaped and irrigated 
to a standard as strin¬ 
gent as the city would 
impose on any private 
developer. 

We need our city to 
develop a plan and 
time table to rectify and 
eliminate these problems 
rather than just patch 
and re-pave them over. 
1 think most lower 
canyon residents agree 
that Woodland Drive is 
a wonderful place to live, 
and it really burns my 
tail to see our street 
branded and scarred 
as a service alley for the 
next 40 years. 

1 truly hope other 
residents will write to 
the Sierra Madre News 
Public Forum to let their 
position be known. 
Our City Council 
needs to hear from us 
routinely, so they can 
start to become aware 
of and sensitive to can¬ 
yon needs. Our council 
will listen to us. We do 
not need to speak loudly. 
Speaking frequently and 
persistently usually does 
the trick. 


Do the council 
members have any staning 
“plans’’ that will 
make movement toward 
resolving the above 
dilemmas? Perhaps 
you can let us know 
your thoughts through 
the Sierra Madre News 
Public Forum.

By the time this colum hits the street, the 
marketing niche Information Forums, co-spon¬ 
sored by Main Street and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, will be completed. 

All downtown commercial property ow¬ 
ners were invited. All downtown business ow¬ 
ners and professionals were included. Several City 
Councilmen/women attended the first forum 
last Wednesday. Next week’s effort will recap 
forum results, from the project manager’s per¬ 
spective. 

There’s a truth about Sierra Madre’s 
downtown community interaction that most 
people will agree to in private, but have no 
desire to be tagged with supporting it publicly. 
The environment creating this truth is not hard 
to describe. 

First. We’re a small town, village if you 
like. When the downtown is discussed, most 
people think “retail.” That apparently trans¬ 
lates in people’s minds to a continuous row up 
and down Sierra Madre Blvd. and Baldwin 
Avenue of shops selling consumer goods. 

Downtown retail, commercial service 


and professionals are basically independents, as 
opposed to chains or national corporations. 
Within that community there are four 
groups. One group has been involved for a 
long time, attempting one way or another to 
cause good things to happen. 

A second group has been around just as 
long as the first, but chooses not to be involved 
unless they are directly and adverscley affected. 

The third group has also been around a 
long time. It is made up of two sub-groups, (^ne 
group is 99 percent negative 99 percent of the 
time. As far as they are concerned, every sub¬ 
ject raised is an opportunity to complain, an 
opportunity to tell how absurd the idea is and an 
opportunity to beat up on the individual or 
group that raised the subject. Fortunately for 
Sierra Madre, this is a very small group and 
most are known, so it has become a matter of 
“consider the source.” The unfortunate aspect 
is that their negative static can’t, or isn’t, 
ignored. 

Contrarians, rebels, free thinkers are a few 
ways I’d identify the other sub-group. Some¬ 
times they are with you. Sometimes they are 
against you. For sure, even when they 
are with you they choose to act independently. 
They may cooperate with one ot their own, but 
rarely will they willingly be a working part of 
the majority. 

Our last group may or may not have been 
around long. Their common bond is that they 
are newly involved, they share a desire to see 
positive things happen and are willing to put in 
the time necessary to make things happen. 

So, what’s the truth 1 mentioned? Like 1 
said, few people are willing to be tagged 
with supporting it publicly.

million gallons of used 
oil drained from autos, 
less than 10 percent is 
recycled. One gallon of 
oil has the potential to 
contaminate one mil¬ 
lion gallons of fresh 
water. Y'ou may ask your¬ 
self the question 
where does this oil go? 
If it is discarded into 
the corner catch basin, 
the oil goes to the storm 
drain system and ulti¬ 
mately into the Long 
Beach Harbor. Worse 
yet, if it is poured 
onto the ground, 
it can contaminate our 
own water source. 

This can change. 
On .Apr. 28, the Los 
Angeles County Sanita¬ 
tion District will be hold¬ 
ing a household hazard¬ 
ous waste round-up at 


the Rose Bowl. This 
round-up will allow 
all of us in Sierra 
Madre an oppoitunits 
to dispose ot our 
paints, pesticides, used 
motor oil. and other 
household wastes in a 
safe manner. 

Although this is not a 
complete solution, it is a 
start. Not only can we 
participate in the dis¬ 
posing of these hazard¬ 
ous wastes in a sale man¬ 
ner, each of us can go 
one step further by 
purchasing alternative 
products which are non- 
hazardous. 

We can also do the little 
things which cumulatively 
help the communitv, 
our own quality of life, 
and that of our child¬ 
ren. We can request pa¬ 


per shopping bags rather 
than plastic. We can 
recycle newspapers, 
aluminum cans, and 
plastics at the Sierra 
Madre Recycling Center. 
We can use our lawn 
clippings as compost, 
and we can most impor¬ 
tantly set an example to 
our children who will 
follow in our fopt- 
steps. 

So the next time we 
read about industries 
polluting the environ¬ 
ment, let us also 
think about what we 
are doing in our own 
backyard. 

Second highest 

The second highest 
mountain in the world is 
Mt. Goodwin-Austen or 
Dapsang. It’s 28,250 
feet high. 
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To be thought well of as a writer is a 
wonderful thing. Octavia Butler has won top 
honors as a writer of science fiction, and has 
an impressive number of successful novels in 
that genre. But, after the audience response 
to her talk Wednesday night at The Pasadena 
Public l ibrary Author Series, 1 thought, may¬ 
be, to be thought well of as a person is even 
better. “She’s a fine lady!” said one. “She’s 
an interesting lady,” said another. “She’s a 
very entertaining lady,” said a third. 

Bulter began her talk by saying about 
her writing career: “1 was saddled with it at an 
early age. I began telling myself a story and 
kept at it, and then I began telling other 
people my stories.” At 12 she found her niche 
in Science Fiction, after watching “Devil Wo¬ 
man from Mars,” on TV and knowing, “1 
can do better than that.” At 18 she won a 
literary contest at PCC, at 23 she sold her first 
story. And then for five years, a “history of 
awful jobs,” and not any money from writing. 
At 27, she switched from short stories to 
novels. Now “Kind Red” and “Wild Seed” 
are among a long list. 

“ ‘Kindred’ was my first experience of dig¬ 
ging into my own personal history,” revealed 
Butler. It is the story of a black woman who 


goes back in time to the antebellum South 
and returns to slavery. About “Wildseed,” she 
says “(It was) my reward for writing ‘Kindred.’ 
That people that I favored couldn’t win real 
victories in ‘Kindred,’ but in ‘Wildseed,’ 
the people I wanted to win were able to win.” 

Concerning the writing process, Butler ex¬ 
plains, “Writers use everything. There’s pro¬ 
bably nothing that happens in our lives that 
we don’t somehow wind up using . . . Every¬ 
thing I write is about some aspect of my life . . . 
You’re mining your life like a miner in a coal 
mine, getting information for your story.” 

Butler’s writing experiences include her 
adventures in research, besides her times in the 
library, she told of her 3'/2-day trip on a Grey¬ 
hound Bus, across the country to get to 
“the Old South,” staying at the “hotel sleazy” 
where the cigarette butts had dust on them, 
and a study tour to the Amazon Forest. "The 
Amazon is an example of using up our en¬ 
vironment,” she said apropos our reflections 
and repentances surrounding Earth Day. 

Giving advice to would-be writers, she 
commented: “Read, and ignore two words, 
‘Inspiration’ and ‘talent.’ Talent if you have 
it . . . fine, if not, you can still write. 
Take a look at the Best Seller list, you’ll seek.”

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Planning Commission denies Healing Light Church

The Sierra Madre Planning Commission 
began its Thursday, Apr. 19 meeting with a quick 
denial of the application for a conditional use 
permit by Healing Light Center Church. The matter 
had been appealed to the City Council after initial 
denial and was sent back to the Planning Commission 
for re-hearing and findings on more substantial 
grounds. The church group was applying for 
occupancy of the Old City Hall at 55 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

Minor variances were approved on condition 
for a new commercial building to be constructed 
on the empty lot at 115 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 
applied for by Enser International. The approval was 
conditioned to read that the building needed to have 
retail occupancy. The proposed construction would 


provide 3000 square feet of space, divisible into 
one, two or three separate businesses. 

A front yard variance for the continuance of a 
wall and hedge exceeding the code limit was approved 
on the condition that the unfenced lot be combined 
with the pre-existing one. The property is located 
at 306 Churchill Rd. and was applied for by 
James E. Drasdo. 

A side yard variance to construct a storage 
shed was applied for by Jeffrey Doney at 185-187 
E. Sierra Madre Blvd. The variance was requested 
in order to construct a shed that provided less of 
an eyesore than a standard aluminum shed and was 
approved by the commission. 

A variance request at 216 Jameson Ct. for the 
construction of a recreation area and pool was denied 
for Lee and Lisa Sion. Commissioners felt that with

Fire Dept, suggests ideas for earthquake preparedness

April is Earthquake Preparedness .Month and 
the members of your Fire Department would like 
to encourage each resident of Sierra Madre to take 
some time this month to prepare homes and loved 
ones for the effects of future earthquakes. 

The Fire Department is aware that in the event 
of a large earthquake we may not be able to help 
everyone immediately: the effects may be too 
great for our resources. The department is also 
too great for our resources. The department is also 
aware that the people who will fare the best are the 
ones who have spent the time to be prepared. 

Rehearse your home evacuation plan with your 
family. Agree on possible reunion locations and al¬ 
ternate sites. Share the name and phone number of 
a person outside the Southern California area that 
all members of your family can call to report their 
location and condition. 

Every household should put together a cache of 
emergency supplies. These supplies should be able to 
sustain your family for at least 48 hours. The supplies 
should be put somewhere that will be safe after an 
earthquake. Some people buy large trash cans and 
secure their supplies in the cans under sealed lids. 

However you store your emergency supplies, 
they should include the following: 

Please help yourself and help us by developing 
a personal disaster plan. Use your plan to prepare 
yourself and your family for upcoming earthquakes. 
Listed below are some areas that we recommend 


your personal disaster plan should address: 

Home safety 

Evaluate your home for potential earthquake 
accidents and damage. Is your water heater strapped? 
Are your bookshelves and large pieces of furniture 
secured? Are heavy objects on lower shelves? Are 
cabinet doors latched? Are dangerous and flam¬ 
mable materials isolated where they will be safe? 
.Are there flexible connectors on your gas appliances? 

Do you know how to turn off your gas, water 
or electricity in the event of a disaster? How about 
the other members of your family? It is a good idea 
to do a careful inspection of your home and draw up 
a plan. Include on it the location of utility shut¬ 
offs, exits, first aid and survival supplies. Post the 
plans where members of your family as well as guests, 
babysitters, and others can see and use it. 

Water (1 gal. per person per day) 

First aid supplies 
Radio (and batteries) 

Money (small denominations) 

Trash bags (all sizes) 

Heavy shoes (for everyone) 

Candles (safety) 

Change of clothes (or two) 

Knife 

Pot plates/utensils 
Tools/axe/shovel 
Medication, glasses 
Canned food (pre-cooked) 

Flashlight (and batteries) 


Blankets/sleeping bags 
Toilet supplies 
Bleach 
Gloves 

Matches (safety) 

Hat/cap 

Cook stove/barbecue 
Paper towels 
Rope/wire 

Address book/paper/pen 

This list represents the minimum number of 
items and we encourage you to expand it to fit your 
family’s needs. The Red Cross and other disaster 
agencies have more extensive lists and we encourage 
you to review them. 

While you are putting together emergency sup¬ 
plies, don’t forget to make up a survival kit for 
your car. You never know where you will be when 
a disaster strikes.

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Doctor is 
^people person’

“1 just try to make each patient’s visit an indi¬ 
vidual thing, not that you just come in, you get 
10 minutes, and you’re gone,” said Dr. Clift Win- 
chell. 

And, indeed, my first glimpse of Dr. Winchell, 
at his office in Arcadia, was of a robust, contented 
man with a welcoming smile. Perhaps, he appears 
this way because he was born and raised in the 
San Gabriel Valley and being a doctor was “all I 
ever wanted.” 

Working towards that goal, he received his 
medical degree from U.C. Irvine. His internship and 
residency were completed at I..A. County Hospital, 
from 1962 to 1965. 

Dr. Winchell was trained in the specialty 
of anesthesiology, but by 1975, he found that 
never seeing the outcome of his patients, after spend¬ 
ing such intense amounts of time with them, was 
frustrating. Also, Dr. Winchell describes himself as 
“a people person,” who gets much satisfaction from 
his patients, the “friends that come to his office 
needing help.” 

His gratification is in the patient who may see him 
in town and introduce him by saying, “This is my 
doctor,” or make the comment, “1 knew I could 
count on you for that,” and when they show confi¬ 
dence in him by referring a friend to him. 

Part of their confidence must come from Dr. 
Winchell’s professional recognition that as a doctor, 
“You have to be aware of the whole patient: 
emotional, physical and spiritual.” And, that he 
realizes that in medicine today, a clinical impression

is not enough. As we have become more medically 
sophisticated, we rely on more sophisticated tests. 

“Recognizing a person’s need for reassurance 
is a significant part of providing for a person’s 
wellness. Alot of wellness is your desire to be well,” 
believes Dr. W'inchell. 

And how does Dr. Winchell define “wellness”? 

It is having the good fortune of not having ill¬ 
ness. Being at peace with who you are and what 
you’re doing. Being able to get up in the morning 
and say, ‘Oh good, it’s morning.’ And it’s having 
friends and family, good family.”

hold on. Watch for falling, flying or sliding objects. 
By all means stay away from windows and glass 
doors. If you are outside move to an open area away 
from power poles and structures. Wait until the sha¬ 
king stops before you leave your shelter. 

After the shaking stops 

Move to a safe location and check for in¬ 
juries; provide First Aid and support. Check your 
location for possible hazards. Do you smell gas? 
Shut off you gas only if you have a leak and do 
not turn it on unless it is checked out by the Gas 
Co. or a plumber. 

If you do have a leak, do not light a match 
or turn on an electrical switch until the gas has 
dissipated. Make sure that there are not other hazards 
at the other houses around you. Establish yourself 
in a safe place and move your emergency supplies 
to it. 

The Fire Department would like to encourage 
everyone to plan for the next earthquake. By taking 
action now you can avoid some of the major prob¬ 
lems that follow a natural disaster. It has been 
demonstrated that the families that plan and prepare 
for earthquakes are the most likely to come through 
the event in the best shape. In Southern Cali¬ 
fornia earthquakes are a fact of life so please be 
ready when the next one hits. 

Additional information on earthquake pre¬ 
paredness can be obtained from the American Red 
Cross or by calling the Sierra Madre Fire Inspector’s 
office at City Hall during business hours.

from Foothill Avenue on the south to Orange 
Grove between Michillinda and Bald¬ 
win, have taken an adamant stand on the proposed 
widening: “that the improvements on the south 
side of the center line of Orange Grove be limited 
to 15 feet from center line to curb face.” 

Regarding a memorandum from Lopez to 
Arcadia City Manager George Watts, dated Feb. 12, 
1990, on various aspects of the improvement 
project. Attorney H. Randall Stoke, a member of 
the association wrote at the direction of its Board 
of Directors, “The memorandum is in accor¬ 
dance with Cal Trans policies. However, it fails to 


recognize the interests of the residents in the 
area and the larger community. 

“Although (the) recommendation is appro¬ 
priate for Cal Trans and is consistent with my recol¬ 
lection of the roadway of Atlantic Blvd. in Alhambra 
which carries some 40,000 cars per day, it is not 
necessary for the council to adopt the same.” 

It urged the Arcadia council to adhere to the 
15-foot center line to curb face width. 

Residents on the Sierra Madre side adamantly 
agree.
